FOUGHT IN CIVIL WAR 
Later. Quelled Insurrections in 
His Tribe and Became 

Its Head. 





Gen. Pieusant Porter, chief of the 


Cheek Indian Nation, died at Vinica, I. 
T., Tuesday morning, following a strvKe 
of paralysis, according to an Associatec 
Press telegram to the Posit-Di.-pacch, 
Second Chief Mety Tiger will suc.ead 
Gen. Porter as the head of the nation, 
the dispaich etates. 

Gen. Porter was as we.l-known in 
Washington and St. Louis. He always 
stopped in St: Louis on his trips to the 
National Capital, and he frequen ly 
came here to look after business in.er- 
ests and to visit his daughters whi.e 
they were attending Forest Park Uni- 
versity. 

Although true to the interests of the 
Indians and ever zealous in behalf of 
the best interests of his fellow-tribes- 
men, Gen. Porter did not look or act the 
part of the Indian chief, as he is popu- 
larly conceived. He was a courteous, 
well-educated, distinguished 
gentleman, who not only enjoyed the 
highest esteem of his own people, but 
who had rendered valuable services to 
the United States Government,.and who 
stood exceptionally high with the offi- 
cials of the Interior Departme Only 
last. week Secretary Garfield was the 
guest of Gen. Porter at an Indian bar- 
becue dinner at Muskogee. 


Always Attracted Attention. 


At the Planters’ Hotel, St. Louis, Gen. 
Porter was a familiar figure. He always 
made his headquarters there when in 
St. Loujs, and he never failed to at- 
tract the attention of strangers as he 
walked about its corridors. He was six 
ifeet tall and broad-shouldered. His 
}- complexion was a perfect bronze. His 
rugged features were illuminated by 8 
pair of bright, clear eyes and a kindly 
4 amilile. His dark mustache was streaked 
with gray. 

Gen. rorter usually wore a dark 
Prince Albert coat and frequently a 
white vest. He was at home under a 
silk hat, although he usually * wore a 
dark soft hat. 

Gen. Porter was born in 1810. His fa- 
ther, Benjamin E. Porter of Norristuwn, 
Pa. ,was a white man of Irish extrac- 
tion, who went te the Indian Terri- 
tory in his youth. But the Genera:s 
mother was a full-blooded Creek wom- 
an, a daughter of Yartope Tustenorug- 
gee, a chief of the Okmulgee Creeks. 
Under the Creek laws a son of a Creek 
woman may succeed to the highest of- 
fice in the nation, even though his 
father be not a Creek. 


Was Not a Fullblood. 

So the fact that Pleasant Porter was 
only a half-breed Creek did not pre- 
vent his tribal advancement. He rep- 
resented his native city of Okmulgee for 
a number of years, both in the House 
of Warriors and House of Kings—the 
two branches of the old tribal govern- 
ment—before he became the principal 
chief of the nation in 1899. 

Prior to that time, however, he was a 
fumous man in the nation. He had been 
to Washington as delegate for the 


show Easterners what a Missouri colt bintsvon and had been chairman of the 


commission which negotiated the sale of 
Oklahoma to the United States. Out of 
this dale he got $2,230,000 fér the Crecks. 

Pleasant Porter earned his military 
title. He was in the Confederate army 
during the Civil War, entering as a 
private and retiring as a leutenant. 
Later, when he planned and introduced 
a general system of popular education 
in the Creek nation, there was an [n-

That telegram, filed at 11 o’clock at 
Sheepshead Bay, was delivered to Daley 
at 8 o'clock at night.

Gov. Folk said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter at Jefferson City Tuesday that 
if Marion Hedgepeth, paroled train rob- 
ber, was guilty of safeblowing in Omaha, 
and the authorities there would sur- 
render him, he would have to serve the 
remaining 11 years of his 25-year sen- 
tence in the Missouri Penitentiary.

“His parole,’ said the Governor, “‘was 
conditional on good behavior. If it is 
ghown that he has been stealing or 
trying to steal since his parole, and 
if the Omaha authorities will surrender 
him to me I will put him back into 


the Penitentiary.’

Reports Let Him to Believe

POPLAR BLUFF, Mo., Sept. 3.—Be- 

lieving that his two sisters were about 

to elope with AJexander Moore and Al- 

fred Townsend, Jesse, Clark shot both 

men. Both are seriously wounded, and 

Moore’s life is in danger. Moore is 

married, and has one child. 

The shooting occurred on the steps 


of a school in West Poplar Bluff, where 


Clark found his sisters, Bessie,, aged 19, 
and Margaret, 16, with the men. 

“TI do not fear the law,’’ said Clark to 
a Post-Dispatch correspondent Tuesday, 
after his release on $1000 bond from the 
Poplar Bluff Jail. ‘If Moore dies, I 
firmly believe the 12 men who are se- 
lected to try me will acquit me. I would 
do the same thing again under the same 
circumstances. The honor of my sis- 
ters is dearer to me than my own life. 
‘My only regret is for the innocent 
wife and child of Moore.” 

Clark’s preliminary hearing will be 
held tomorrow. He has engaged Col. 
Phillips as his counsel. 


Threatened to Shoot Them, 
According to Clark, the two men have 
paid attentions to the girls for several 
He warned them to keep away, 
but the warning had no effect. It is said 
that Clark threatened to shoot them on 
sight, and that for this reason Moore 
and Townsend planned to leave town 
with the Clark girls and go to Leslie, 
Kan. 

The girls left their home Saturday 
morning and when/they .did not return 
home at night their brother began a 
search. He learned of their reported 
plans te elope and finally he located 
them at the school shortly after mid- 
night. He*confronted the girls with the 
story of their intended departure, and 
not receiving a satisfactory answer, 
started after Townsend, who had left 
at his approach. 

Moore and Townsend appeared on the 
steps of the school.and the shooting be- 
gan. Clark says the two fired four 
shots at him, but he was not hit. His 
aim was better, for the fighting had 
lasted hardly a minute when his oppo- 
nents fell wounded. 

C'ark did not attempt to escape after 
the shooting, but went to the home of 
a friend, where he was arrested by 
Sheriff McCowan an hour later. He sur- 
rendered and said he did not fear the 
consequences of his act. 

Moore was taken to his home on Alice 
street, and it was found that a bullet 
had lodged in his breast, near his heart. 
Townsend was shot in the chest, near 
the shoulder. His chances for recovery 
are favorab'e. 

“They were afraid of me,” said Clark. 
“That’s why they tried to leave town 
with the girls. No man can rob me of 
my loved ones and not suffer for it.’’ 

Moore is 25 and Townsend is 28 years 
old. Clark is 30.

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LAW FOR THE POSTOFFICE. 

Judge McPherson’s ruling that the Postoffice 
Department has no warrant in law for withhold- 
ing mail on exparte information that the person 
to whom it is addressed is conducting a fraudu- 
lent business will be likely to have a sobering 
effect upon the postal authorities. 

So many swindlers have been reached in this 
way that there has not been a disposition to com- 
plain very seriously of the department’s methods, 
but it is easily to be seen that the power which it 
exercises may be frightfully abused. 

One thing that distinguishes a free country 
from a satrapy is the fact that its mails are in- 
violate. A systém under which the service may 
be arbitrarily denied is apt to be as oppressive 
as one which subjects every letter to the scrutiny 
of a malicious spy. 

Judge McPherson appears to hold that a busi- 
ness man’s mail is not to be sequestrated on the 
mere suspicion of Tom, Dick or Harry, and that 
he is entitled to all the facilities of the service 
until a fraud order has actually issued. 

This is good law and good sense. Representa- 
tives of the American Postoffice do not need to 
be clothed with the power which has made their 
contemporaries in Russia more than odious. They 
can catch swindlers without it. 
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White and black union men were in Monday’s 
Labor parade in Montgomery, Ala., the first cap- 
ital of the Southern Confederacy. Isn’t that ob- 
literating the color line some? 
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IMPUDENCE OF MR. BAER’S TRUST. 

The answer of Mr. Baer’s anthracite coal com- 
bine to the Government’s bill of complaint is as 
colossal a piece of impudence as Mr. Baer’s own 
theory that some men are divinely appointed to 
wealth and grace, just as others are foreordained 
to become vessels of wrath and poverty. 

It is no doubt true that Mark Hanha and other 
Republican leaders exerted their influence with 
the. managers of the Coal Trust to bring the 
strike of 1900 to an end, so that the labor vote 
would not be alienated from McKinley and Roose- 
velt as it was in 1892 from Benjamin Harrison, 
but to say that this pressure caused the trust 
agreements, the high prices and the restricted 
output is ridiculous.y false. 

Anthracite coal in this country was cornered 
long before Mr. McKinley was thought of for 
President and long before the plethoric Mark 
Hanna appeared in the role of party boss and 
fat fryer. 

The increases in wages which the trust reluc- 
tantly granted in 1900 were a bagatelle in com- 
parison with the advance which was made in the 
price of coal to consumers. 

Anthracite coal is monopolized as nothing else 
is in this country today. There is not a dealer 
in America who fixes his own selling price. Mr. 
Baer and a few autocratic associates regulate the 
supply and its distribution and prepare price 
schedules which govern absolutely in every mar- 
ket which their product ‘enters. 

The trust tells the truth about Mark Hanna, 
but it does so merely for the purpose of em- 
barrassing the President. 

Like many another offender of the same stripe, 
it thought that by its cohcessions and its lavish 
contributions to Mr. Hanna’s bag'‘of boodle, it 
was purchasing immunity. It is to be hoped that 
the Government’s case will be pushed with such 
vigor as to prove beyond question that.it was 
mistaken.

REVOLT IN INDIA. 


From Harper’s Weekly. . 

India is in the throes of revolution. 

‘The press dispatches that have found 
their way into American newspapers fail 
to give a mprehensive idea of the 
real situation in Hindostan. Lord Cur- 
zon, on the eve of his assumption of 
the viceroyalty, declared India to be 
“the pivot of the British Empire.” “If 
this Empire,”” he emphatically declared, 
“lost any other part of its dominions, 
we could survive, but if we lost India 
the sun of the Empire would set.” To- 
day this “pivot of the British Empire” 
is wobbling. Britain is apprehensive lest 
this “Sun, of the Empire” is losing its 
potency. 

Already bloody demonstrations have 
taken place in different parts of India. 
The Punjab, at one end of the coun- 


try, is rent with riots. The two Ben- i 


gals, at the other extremity, are pro- 
claimed hotbeds of sedition. The presi- 
dencies of Bombay and Madras are dis- 
affected. 

The unrest in Calcutta, the uprisings 
in Rawalpindi, the riots in Lahore, and 
the agitation in Bombay and Maf@ras, 
separated from on another by hun- 
dreds of miles, indicate that community 
of interest is binding the races, nation- 
alities,.and castes of Hindostan togeth- 
er, inspiring them to act in concert. 
A subtle cord of sympathy appears 
to run through the length and breadth 
of the land. 

This is a new development for India. 
The country, notorious for its antag- 
onisms of castes, creed, color, custom, 
climate and language, now seems to 
puleate at its vital centers with the 
same heart-throbs. 

The native press and leaders in In- 
dia are pulling together and presenting 
a@ bold front. Hindus, Mohammedans, 
Sikhs, Brahmins, or Pariahs, they have 
the regeneration of India at heart—au- 
tonomy for India is their aim, their en-

PEARL INDUSTRY IN 
MISSISSIPPI VALLEY 
$381,000 LAST YEAR 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 2<The 
Mississippi Valley region leads in 
the United States in the produc- 
tion of pearls from fresh mussels, 
according to a report soon to be Is- 
sued by the Geological Survey, on 
the production of précious stones 
in this country in 1906. One of the 
largest pearl dealers in the Missis- 
sippi Valley estimates the value of 
pearls and slugs produced in 1906 at 
$381,000. An estimate by the United 
States Fish Commission places the 
value of pearls produced in. the 
United States in 1906 at about $509 - 
000. Wach vear there is an unre- 
corded production of pearls from 
fresh water mussels of meny rivers 
United States, principa'ty 
from the Mississippi Valley region, 
and pearls have also been found 
along the Atlantic and Gulf Coast 
States from Maine to Texas. 

The American pearls vary 
greativ in*color and tint that it is 
difficult to exactly match them for 
necklaces and other jewelry. On 
the other hand, the exquisite color 
and fine luster of the pearls more 
than offset the disadvantages of
